A WOOD SAWING FLY.

It is marv elous how many of the tiny 
creatures in the Insect world conceal 
and preserv e their eggs. 
Some will 
deposit them in extraordinary places; 
others will insert them In the skins of 
liv ing animals; others, again, deposit 
their eggs where the young grub, after 
coming from the egg, finds food close 
at hand. 
Among these last mentioned are in­ 
sects who Iwstow great labor In the 
cradle of their young. 
The place they 
select is a hard part of a leaf or the 
j! woody branch of a tree. In this they 
saw out a bole large enough to contain 
their eggs, whence their name, saw 
flies. 
For this purpose they are pro­ 
v ided with an ov ipositor of peculiar 
construction. 
It consists of two long 
pieces closing like a sheath ov er a 
third. 
£ 
In the tenthredo this third piece con­ 
tains two little saws, each of which has 
been compared to the tenon saw used 
by the cabinetmakers. The tenon saw 
is single, but that of the tenthredo is 
doable, consisting of two distinct saws. 
The Insect in using them throws out 
one saw and while It is returning 
pushes out the other. 
This alternate motion is continued 
until the cut is made, when the twn 
saws, receding from each other, con­ 
duct the egg between them Into it» 
place. 
Not only is the edge of the saw 
notched into teeth, bat on ev ery tooth 
a number of smaller teeth appear.

The election to a sea t in the con­ 
gress of the United Sta tes of a suc­ 
cessor to our distinguished represen­ 
ta tive, Aobert R. Hitt, is a ma tter of 
more serjpus import tha n we ma y 
now rea lize. The Thirteenth district 
ha s for a long term of y ea rs ha d the 
distinction of being represented by 
one of the most a ble, schola rly a nd 
a ccomplished men on the floor of the 
house. It behooves us to a void risk­ 
ing too much of a contra st in choos­ 
ing his successor.

gives the following result: 
“ The result of tests of milk sold by 
Sterling dea lers is not very compli­ 
menta ry to the Northern Illinois cow. 
or to milk dea lers. There is a t the 
present time but one well conducted 
da iry from which the public ma y ob­ 
ta in its milk supply .”
